Attempt to Break Mark Over Har- 


vard Track Today.

Boston, M;iss., .Tune 26 — If confi- 
dence counts for anything, John Paul 
Jones' world record of 4:1.4 2-5 for the 
mile will be smashed to smithereens 
t'cday on the Harvard stadium track. 
Abel Kiviat,' the diminutive middle- 
distance runner of the Irish-American 
club of New -York is out after Jones' 
title 
Hundreds of New York admir- 
ers of the doughty little athlete have 
accompanied him here to watch his 
attempt. 
Kiviat will appear in the 
tryouts held to pick athlets to repre- 
sent the Bast in the track -and field 
championships to be held at the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition Aug. 6 and 7 
Kiyiat is generally conceded to 
the classiest miler in the Eam today. 
The Harvard track is declared to be 
the fastest in the world. With this 
combination, . many 
believe 
Jones' 
mark will be eclipsed. 
Critics who saw Kiviat's great run- 
ning at the Harvard Stadium in 1912 
declare he would have won the .world's 
championship then but for forgetful- 
ness on his part.

The TJ.-S. Government through the 
Public Health Service is 'endeavoring 
to educate the American public, at 
large along these lines and' by such 
education hopes to do away with this 
vast loss and with this idea in view 
has just issued a pamphelt entitled, 
"Fighting Trim," by Surgeon .T. M. 
Eager, .who lays great stress upnn 
the value of personal endeavor of ev- 
ery individual as of the highest pub- 
lic importance in the organized war 
against disease. : He claims that the 
wonderful victories that have 
been 
won in combatting infectious diseases 
have had a tendency to divert public 
attention from the equally important 
personal body fortification against all 
diseases. He asks,'"Are we prepared 
against the attacks o£ the enemy?" Dr. 
Eager lays special stress on the dan- 
gers threatening by disease which he 
calls the permanent enemy of man- 
kind, and says, "Are we all personally 
prepared for the hand .to hand encoun- 
ter which' sooner or later we will be 
forced into.. Unless you are willing to 
succumb without a struggle, battle 
you must, no matter how feeble your 
fighting abilities. Peaco between na- 
tions may not be an 
unattainable 
hope, but even when the much desired 
era of human concord conies around 


and armed strife among men ceases, 
there still willbe the battle against 
disease. The ceaseless struggle for 
a few more years of health and life. 
The foes'ls a desperate one who so far 
as victory over the individual fighter 
.is concerned is certain' in the end 
to win the battle against disease. 
In the defense against disease', two 
things are necessary—a 
systematic 
union of fighters, sanitary organiza- 
tion, personal preparedness, all the 
product of intelligent and diligent per- 
sonal hygiene.- Personal preparedness 
is the patriotic duty of every citizen 
as an aid to national sanitary defense. 
No man as a member'of society is 
morally free to live unhyglenically or 
to acquire .disease through-lack of per- 
sonal care. 
, 
Health, is a man's most valuable 
possession. Without It he cannot hold 
or enjoy- anything else that falls to his 
lot or that he wins in the battle-of 
life. Without, health, he is a'burden 
to himself and an/encumbrance to oth- 
ers. As Victims of life's ill chance, 
they are entitled to the most sympa- 
thetic consideration,- it Is a sad fact 
that the sick cannot but be consider- 
ed as impediments in the conflict of 
existence. 
Wealth, position, friend- 
ship, ability to help others are largely 
discounted by physical inOfmity." 
The health-making attitude: of mind 
is represented as a profitable talent 
.and fortunately one that can be easily 
acquired. Dr. Eager calls attention'to 
the large available mass of'literature 
on health subjects—work, exercise, 
relaxation, sleep, 
fresh 
air, • proper 
temperatures, food, cooking, cleanli- 
ness, etc., that should be judiciously 
selected and studied. . Every , person 
must learn fdr himself - what 
peril 
threatens in his special place; In life. 
Studies of health.subjects in schools 
and clubs its exposition in public .lec- 
tures, newspaper articles and govern- 
ment bulletins,- have the salutary- ten.- 
dency, it is stated', to promote whole- 
some practices as an habitual exer- 
cise and develop the precious, quality 
of automatically choosing in every ac- 
tion and habit of life those courses 
that conduce to bodily soundness.

Larson Talks on "Teaching Reading" 


at School1 Beard Meeting Friday. 


Gary Failed to Appear. 


Despite the fact that Superintend- 
ent C. P. Cary of the state schools fail- 
ed to appear on the program yester- 
day at the meeting of the Rock county 
school board, because of important 
business that kept him in Madiaon, 
great interest was shown by the aud- 
ience in listening to the address of 
Inspector Larson of the rural schools 
on "Teaching 
Reading." Following 
this talk, questions of various sorts 
were raised, Mr. Larson endeavoring 
to answer them as best he- could. T'le 
afternoon meeting was most instruc' 
tioe, the questions and answers ben- 
efiting all assembled 
In taking up the subject: 
"Teach- 
ing Reading," the speaker referred \o 
the big thing in reading itself. He ex- 
plained that the big thing is to get 
the child anxious to know things. To 
know things, the child must read os 
well as witness. 
"There are many 
people who know how to read, but 
fail to make good their opportunities 
to know more," he said. 
"To get information through read- 


ing, at the same time deriving a cer- 
tain pleasure from reading. Is a prob- 
lem feeing the youth; What books 
are the first ones to lose their good 
appearance in the country school or 
city library, and need to be rebound 
first? They are the books on fiction. 
A book on birds, history or other sub- 
jects of more value, are seldom touch- 
ed. The question is, how are 
thx 
children to be taught to like the non- 
fiction books? We can do it by get- 
ting the children interested in some 
particular thing. Then they will want 
to know more about that thing. The 
only way they can find out definitely 
about that tiling is. to read about it. 
This is not a theory. I have tried it?" 
"If the people of the 
future are .to 
accomplish more than they have in 
the past, they must be taupht to cre- 
ate a taste for better things. The 
country school library, as small as it 
may be, should be the source of en- 
joyment for the 
entire community, 
and not the pupils alone. Everybody 
should read more, especially -when 
tliey can read for nothing and read 
something that is really worth while." 
The meetings yesterday were well 
attended and a great deal of -interest 
was developed along lines of better 
country schools, in equipment, sani- 
tation, discipline, 
appearances 
and 
methods of study.

trade was temporary and that with a 
little patience all would be well. But 
already there was a marked rise In the 
death rate, especially among children, 
who suffered from want of'milk,'the 
cattle 
being slaughtered for 
food. 


There was serious rioting in the Lan- 
arkshire coal fields and in the mid- 
laniis, together with a socialistic up- 
heaval in the east of London, which 
had assumed the proportions of a civil 
war. Already there were responsible 
papers which, declared that England 
was in an impossible position and that 
an immediate peace was necessary to 
prevent one of the greatest tragedies 
in history. 
It was my task now to 


prove to them that they -were right. 


It was May 2 when I found myself 


back at the Maplin sands, to the north 
of the estuary of the Thames. 
The 


Beta was sent on to the Solent to block 
it and take the place of the lamented 
Kappa. 
And now I was throttling 


Britain indeed. 
London, Southamp- 


ton, the Bristol channel, Liverpool, the 
North channel, the Glasgow approach- 
es—each was guarded by my boats. 
Great liners were, as we learned after- 
ward, pouring their supplies into Gal- 
way and the west of'Ireland, where 
provisions were cheaper than had ever 
been known. Tens of thousands were 
embarking from Britain for Ireland In 
order to save themselves from starva- 
tion. 
But you cannot transplant a 


•whole dense population. 'The"main 
body of the people by the middle of 
May was actually starving. At that 
dale wheat was at 100, matee and bar- 
ley at SO. Even the most obstinate 
had begun to" see that the situation 
could not possibly continue. 


In the great towns starving crowds 


clamored for bread before the munici- 
pal offices, and public officials every- 
where were attacked and often mur- 
dered by frantlc.mobs, composed large- 
ly oC desperate women who bad seen 
their infants perish before their eyes. 
In the country roots, bark and weeds 
of every sort were used as food. 
In 


London the private mansions of min- 
isters were guarded by strong pickets 
of soldiers, while a batt^'.lon of guards 
was camped permanently round the 
houses of parliament The lives of the 
prime minister and of-the foreign sec- 
retary were continually threatened and 
occasionally attempted. Tet the gov- 
ernment had entered upon the war 
with the full asisent of every party In 
.the state. 
The true culprits were 


those, be they pc tlcians or journalists, 
who had "not t 
foresight to under- 


stand that uni g Britain grew her 
own supplies or unless by means of a 
tunnel she had some way of convey- 
| ing them into the island all her mighty 


expenditure upon her army and her 
fleet was a mere waste of money so 
long as her antagonist had a few sub- 
marines and men who could use them. 
England has often been stupid, bpt baa 
got off scot free. 


This time she was stupid and had to 


pay the price. You can't expect-luck 
to be your savior always.

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Interesting War Incidents 


From a London Newspaper 


.Tnnesviue people receiving papers 
frnm the belligerent countries find ex- 
tremely intprestlng articles In every Is- 
sue. Of course, the news in most all 
cases favors the 
particular country 
from whence the periodical came. 


Of particular interest is a resume of 
a London newspaper received at the 
G-azette office: 


Ijlue.-Commander J. C. Wedgwood, 
R. X. V. R., Member for Newcastle- 
unrter-L/yme, who was wounded at the 
Dardanelles, has returned to Borlast- 
on. Staffs. 
In an interview he de- 
scribed the landing in Gallipoll and 
the exploit of the River Clyde, which 
has been styled the "British Wooden 
Horse of Troy." 
He waa in charge of a squadron of 
armoured motor-cars, but whim the 
entrance 
to 
the Dardanelles! wap 
reached, it was found that they coul.c 
noi be used, owing to the difficulty of 
landing. 
I>leut.-Coramander 
Wedg- 
wood and his men, therefore, mount- 
ed their maxims aboard the 
River 
Clyde to cover the landing party. 
Bristling with guns on deck and cram- 
med full of men In the hold, the snip 
xnove3 to "V" beach, between Cape 
Hell-es and Seddel Bahr, with a string 
of smaller craft following In an eerie 
silence which presaged the storm of 
shot and shell to follow. 
An attempt to land was made. As 
the vanguard reached the shore the 


infantry and ma'chine-guns poured lead 
on them like rain. The fire was then 
turned on the smaller craft, and the 
troops, to save themselves, jumped in- 
to the sea, but there they became eas- 
ier targets. Three hundred men gam- 
ed a foothold ashore, covered by the 
machine-guns of the River 
Clyde. 
They held on. but at a tremendous 
sacrifice. General Rapier and his bri- 
gade-major both fel, and many more 
officers shared their fates 
Secure Their Position, 
All this time the foe was invisi- 
ble. It waa not until dusk that real 
progress was made. Then 1,200 Mun- 
sters and Hampshires got ashore, and 
the strip of beach from the water's 
edge to the rise in the ground was tak- 
en. This position was held at great 
cost, but eventually the Queen Eliza- 
beth and other vessels came to give 
assistance. 


Three thousand French troops land- 
ed the following day and afforded re- 
lief to those who had held on so ten- 
aciously. They needed it, for Lieut- 
Commander Wedgwood, like many 
others, was. without sleep for three 
days and nights. "Queen Tjtzzie," as 
she is affectionately called, and sup- 
porting warships wrought great havoc 
in the surrounding country, and per- 
mitted the consolidation of the ground 
gained. 


During the next few. days progress 


was steadily made, and Ideut.-Com- 
m?nder Wedgwood began 
operating 
with his men and a number of Naval 
Brigade. On the road to Krithia at 
night hand-to-hand conflicts took place 
with cries of "Allah." The Turks, ad- 
vanced time after time to break the in- 
vaders' lines, and on each 
occasion- 
were thrown back. 
Mr. Wedgwood vividly recalls 
a 
great bayonet charge -by. the Senegal- 
ese delivered in the moonlight just 
before day. He praised highly 
the 
rrench, who covered his own men 
before Krithia with the persistent fire 
of their "75's" and as for the Austra- 
lians, he places them amongst the 
finest troops of the world. The Turks, 
he said,, were a force which must not 
be lightly reckoned with. 


A fortnight after 
landing Lieut.- 
Commander Wedgwood was shot in 
the thigh, near Krithia. and after an 
operation-was removed to Malta.
